here reſteth that which is the greateſt queſtion; 


For what more frequent in the mouthes of 
many,then thatſuch as worſhip towards one 


thing, and place, rather then towards ano- 


ther,are meereIdolaters 2 But I befeech you 
condemne not without a cauſe, nor let your 


zcalerunne before your knowledge : For ado- - 


ration towards the Lords Tableis alawfull 
worſhip. It can be no Idolatrie; becauſe it is 
no proſtration before a falſe god, but before 
the true ; irbeing every jotas lawfullto make 
aſe of the place whither,as of the place where, 
So that either it muſt be anlawfullto uſe Ora- 
tories or Churches to worſhip God in, orthis 
muſt be granted of direQing our Aſped rather 
one way, then another. And why one way rg= 
therthenanother ? wee ſhall finditto bee, in 
regard of that which is moſt facred, and of 
moſteminent relationto God inthe Chutrch, 
For, as Gods houſeand honour goe together , 
ſothe chicfe place muſt needs invite the wor- 
ſhip of God towards it, as to the moſt preſen- 
tiall place: otherwiſe wee ſhould exclude due 
decencie from Religion, and be prepoſterous 
in onr worſhip z of which morc ſhall be ſpoken 
afterwards, 
Oh but ſay ſome, let the matter be palliated 
how it will z itis but an imitation of. the Pa- 


pifts, in their worſhipping of Images, who al- 
ledge for themſelves that they doe not worſhip 
the Iazge,but God by the Image. 
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" To whichIanſwer, that to worſhip Ged by 7-7», 


an Image, andto worſhip him towards ſome 
place and Monument of his preſence, are 
things of a different nature. The one is abſo- 
lutely forbidden by the Law of God z the 0- 
ther wee find continually praQiſed by his peo- 
ple, with his allowance andapprovement.Nor

In imitation whereof, the Primitive Chri- 
ſtians ordered to have their Churches built 
withthe like diſtinQion of places; and, that 
though the diftribution of the Sacrament, 
might be inother parts, yet the Conſecration 
thereof, might bee but in one, wherein ſtood 
the ſacred Altar or holy Table z which was an- 
ſwerable to that Mercie-ſeate in.the diviſion 
of the Temple: upon which it wasa cuſtome 
to lay the booke of the holy Goſpels, in ſtead 
of thetwo Tables of the Law; and wee have 
therethe holy Euchariſt, although the Pot of 
Manna be not now. 

And well might they imitate ſuch a plat- 
forme.. For asthe Chriſtian Religion is come 
inplace of the Iewiſh : ſo are our Churches 
comein place of theirs.. Their Tabernacle was 
apatterneof their Temple, and their Temple a 
type of our Churches, even as alltheir ſervice 
waSatypeof our Chriſt; as a learned DoQor 
hath delivered.. Saint 79b»is witnefle to it: for 
though the Revelation be very miſticall, yer 
ſceing the viſions of things appertaining tothe 
Chriſtians, doe ſo frequently allude to the fa» 
ſhions of the 7ewes, it is cafie to bee gathered, 
that hee infinuates how wee are ſurrogated in- 
to their roomes for whom the Temple was 
built: and ſo, are to caſt the forme of our 
Churches after that faſhion : yea, and ſerttng a- 
ade their Types and Figures ( which were ful. 
filled. in Chriſt ) to ſerve God in our Holy 
SE REES | places, 


fo bo towards the Altar, © 
. places, and upon onr Holy dayes, as they did 


in and upon theirs, I may therefore conclude, 


that till there oughero bea place of. Majeſtic; 
which by the Ancients wascalledeither Sacra- 
riaw , Or, ©voiacipor; The laft of which two 
words, properly ſignifying a Chriſtian Altar,

EJek,41.22.and Malach, 1.7, 
 Noragaine, it things bee well weighed, can 
it burprobably appcare, thatChriſt [ in Aath, 
5.23. ] taught Chriſtians, thateveninthe dayes 
of the Golpell, there ſhould bee ſomething 
ſtill, which ſhould beare thename of Altar, in 
the holy place of their Agſemblies : at which 
they might not offer, exceptthey were in per- 
fect loyeand unitic one with another. For in 
that Sermon where this dutic is commanded, 
the Precepts given were not legall, but Evan- 
gelicall , it being a degree above the righteoul. 
nefſe of the Scribes and Phariſees, ro ſeeke 
ſuch peace as was then preached upon the 
Mountaine: No tradition of the Elders, or 0- 
ther Law, being knowne to urge any ſuch di- 
reQion, as was there delivered.

Toreturnethento the matter in hand z Avti-

Thus that godly Father 
and blefled Martyr, who was famous about 
117 yearcs after Chriſts Pafſion : expreſly wit- 
neſling, that this order came firft from the A» 
poſtles,v:iz. that Chriſtians direRrheir aſpeR 
rowardsthe Eaſt when they pray or worſhip. 
Tertullian witneſſeth the ſame order : and fo 
doth Origen, Athanaſius, Baſil, Gregorie,Niſſen, 
Saint CMAnſtin, Damadſcex, with many others. 
Norcan the Centurie writers but affirme it; 
moſt of our Churches (excepting ſome of late) 
being built for ſcituation — 

From which direction thus delivered, was 
clearely ſhewed, that albeit in the Tewith Ta- 
bernacleand Templethe Weſterne part there- 
of was chicfey yet not ſo in” the Chriftian 
Churches: forinours, the Eaſterne muſt 
be preferred. Andaswiththem the Wefterne 
part was chiefe, becauſe the Mercie ſeate was 
there : ſowith us the Eafterne part, becauſe 
the Holy Table isplaced here, 

And for the ſcituation of both theſe, there 
was juft cauſe why they ſhould bee rather ſo 
thenothcrwiſe.

ther anſwered znamely, that when wee applic 
theſe geſturesunto God, they are changed in

- aQs cf holinefle, For it is a Rule, thar aQs are 
ſpecified according to their objeR, and end. 
Now then, intheſe, the objeQ is God, and his 
plorie their higheſt end.

in reſpeR of himſelte,ſtandsinno need of this ; 


becauſe of himſelfe hee is all glorie, to whom 
nocreaturecanaddeany thing : yet, in regard 
of us, itovghtto bedone; who doe thereby 
acknowledge our owne meaneneſſe and ſubje- 
cion, and teſtifie that reyerent and religious 
eltceme which wee have of his divine Maje- 
ſtic ;zto whom, and not unto our ſelves, all the 
higheſt degrees of glorie that can be imagined, 
are of all creatures to bee aſcribed : And ſo, 
what Ceremonie ſoever isbeſt ableto expreſle 
this, is the moſt commendable,and belt beſee- 
ming uS1in our Devotions, Nor is it (among 
true worſhippers) but a ſpirituall, as well asa 
bodily worſhip.

Yea, and being ordered thereunto, 
it cannot but provean adjuvant cauſe to cdifi= 
cation: Foreyenby outward ceremonies, and 
ſenfible fignes, our mind is incited to rend to- 
wards the Lord, And therefore, 0h come, Let 
us worſhip and fall downe, and kneele before the 
Lord owr Maker, is anexccllent invitation at the 
beginning of the publike Service.

it ſitting, and ſhew no more tokenof reverence 

to the higheſt Majeſtic, then as if wee were 

baile fellow well met ,or companions tothe God 
Almightic.

VVhercupon it is, that wee doe not 
only ſtand up whilſt che Prieft readethit, bur 
alſo uſeto utter certaine words of acclamationg 
aSGloriebetothee O Lord, at the beginning : and 
attheend, theſe, or the like words follow 
Thankesbeto God for his glorious Goſpell. 

And why wee doe nor ſo at the reading of 
the Leſſons, is becauſe the reaſon of doing 
thus, holds not fo fully there as here, For the 
Goſpels are more feleR places then the Leſ- 
ſons, and doe moſt commonly declare hiftori. 
cally. ſomething or other which our Saviour 
either ſpake, did, or ſuffered in his owne per« 
ſon, for us moſt miſerable finners.

nt ſave : and whereas the Tewes and wicked 
Miſcreants have alwaycscverincederided the 
Chriſtians with their crucified Ieſuszit pleaſed 
the Lord. in his wiſdometocxalt his Name ſo 
much the more, by how much it was debaſed, 
and vilificd by wicked men. And this hee 
would ſhould beexpreſſed by ſome externall 
geſture, thereby to ſhew the inward obeyſance 
and ſubjetion which is due to Chriſt. 

Againſt which whilft ſome objeR, that it 
cannot be meant of any aQuall bowing of the 
knee ; becauſe Angels, 'Soales departed, Dis 
vels,and damned ſoules have no knees to bow, 
they doe but deceive themſelves, For the A.

manner of men giving us tounderſtand, that 
as weeareto ſhew our reverence and ſubjeRi- 
on by bowing of the knee. ſo they, by ſome

- Andalbeit ſome oftheſc,of whom the Text 
caketh, be of a different quality from the ſaints 
and Angels, and aretheretore obſtinately bent 
againſt Chriſt Iefus,and will not forthe preſent 
do their Reverence, nor be willing to ſhew any 
outward token of fubyetion,or obedience; yer, 
ſeeing Chriſt muſt reigne ill he haye putall his 
encmics unger his feet, the rime fhall be ſureto 
come, when the ſtrongeſt oppoſites ſhall bee 
brought untoir, and( whether they will orno) 
be made to ftoope, and to do open reverence to 
thatbleſſed name, which hath bin ſo often ſcor. 
ned, and derided by the Devils and wicked. 
And therefore, ler every onethat liverh bee a- 
fraid,even how heleanes to perverſnefle, leſt he 
come ar laſt robeaccounted guiltie of a deſpe- 
rateevill : For when we have done the beſt wee 
can, it isno whit morethen Chriſt hath meri- 
ted. For worthy is the Lambe that was ſlaineto 
receive power, riches, wildome, ſtrength, ho- 
nour, gloric, and bleſſing, Revelat.5.12, : 
Beſides, wereitſotharthis were not ſpoken 
properly inreſpet of us, who have knees , it 
may as well bee granted, that neither is it re- 
quired of us that wee ſhould confefle : for the 
oneis mentioned inthe text of Saint Paul, as 
well as the other. Sothatit weetake away the 
proprietieof ſpeech from the one, wee take it 
alſo from the orher, ;andthen, wee are as little 
bound toconfefle, as to bow: which were a te-

Nor againcis there cauſe to feare, that al. 
though wee bow at the name of 7eſ#s, and not 


ar the name of God, that .wee doe thereby 


advance the Sonne above the Father. For firſt, 
this honourof Chrift begins with the Father : 
hce was the cauſeof jt: by Him was his Sonne 
exalted, both inhis perſon and hisname,which 
hee would ſhould bee acknowledged : and 
therefore ( ſaith thertexty every knce ſhall bow, 
and every tongue confeſſe, And ſecondly, os it 
began with him, fo 1rends with Him alſo : for 
( ſaith the texragaine ) 1t * unto the glorie of God' 
the Father. And'no marvell : for it redounds 
muchto His glorie, that wee ſhould thus ho- 
nour his Sonne. Itis no will-worſhip taken up- 
on our owneheads : but ſuch, as cventhe Fa= 
ther himfelfe both defireth ſhould bee done; 
and is not only well pleaſed that it be done, bur 
alſoglorified in regard that it is done. From 
whence it appeareth, that this bowing to the 
Sonne, isin cffeta bowing to the Pather alſo, 
at whoſe command, and-unto whoſeglorie we 
doe it, 

Andalthough it be in it ſclfe a dutic of the 
text, yer hath the Church alſo interpoſed her 
aathoricie for the more ſtri& and: decent ob= 
fervation of it. In which, nrither doth our

Nor wasit alate cuſtome among the Pa- 
pifts: for ev:n inthe dayes of Saint Hzerom,the 
Chriſtian Church was carefull to obfcrye it, 
H's words bee theſe : MHorw enim Eccleſpaftics. ries. is 
eſt, Chriſto genufleitere : quod Indei,mentis ſuper 1/4:45233 
biam demonſtrantes, omnino now faciunt. For it 
is (ſaith hee ) the cufkome of the Charch to bow 
the kneeto Chriſt: which the Iewes, ſhewing the 
perverſneſſe of their mindes, altogether refuſe 
to doe. | 

Thnsit was then : but how long before, T 
cannot tell. Only this I obſerve from hence, 
thattheancient Church underſtood that texr; 
wherethis dutic is taught, in the ſame ſenſe 
that we underſtand ir now. And therefore, how 
they can bee acquitted from enemies of the 
Orthodox veritic, who feare not to ſtand a- 
gainſt ir, no man (1 ſuppoſe) isableto declare:

Like unto which ſhould 
bee the voyceof the Church on earth, in all 
her ſeverall Congregations, when ſhee uttererh 
her Praycrsand Prayfesto the God ot heaven. 
For firſt, weeareto come joynily to the place 
of publike meeting, like the concourſe of ma- 
ny waters z whoſe voyce ſtands to ſignifie the 
yoyceof a numerous, and full multitude, be- 
ing met together, Secondly, to bee earneſt in 
our devotions, like the ſound of a great Thun- 
der. Andthenthirdly, ſhall this loude voyce 
of ours bee muſicall, like unto thoſe heavenly 
Harpers harping with their harpes. It may be,

But what's all this to that unſufferable lis 
bertic which ſome men take, eirher in the ma- 
king of ita place to teact-a Schoole, to lay 
lumber in, or a place for ITuries to: conſult to. 
gerherat their Courts and Leets, ora place for 
neighbours to come and commune inabout 
their Sefſes or other compotitions, or for a 
prophane Glafierto merid his glafle upon the 
holy Table, orto ſay (as hath been ſometimes) 
that Playcs and Enterludes may bee acted 
chere © No: Theſe, andthe like, are farre from 
that which may bee done in ſucha place: And 
therefore, as Chrift whipped the Buyers and 
ſellers from the Temple, overthrew the Tables

And, 
God bee thanked, wee have thoſe among us,

no face of Religion ſeencamong us, no beautie 
of that faire Daughter, who ( though ſhee be 
all glorious within) is to have her outward 
cloathing of wrought gold ; as the Scripture 
ſpeaketh plainly, P/al.45. where firſt it would 
bee noted, that ſhould wee preferre a naked 
worſhip, it would proyc in conclufion but a 
chill devotion: for here we ſeethere is menti- 
on made of cloathing. And next, ſhould eve- 
ry ſordid order bee either admitted, or endu- 
red, what werethis but to runne point-blanke 
againſt the direRion taught us; which doth 
not only mention Cloathes, but ſuch as are 
wrought'and made beautious by their wor- 
king, that thereby outward Decorum might 
ſhew us the-Face of Religion; and bee to 
thoſe that ſee it an adjuvant cauſe of edifi- 
cation.

as the Scripture teacheth, muſt bee thus re- 
membred ? Chriſt was indeed the Propitiato- 
rie Sacrifice forall our finnes, by that bloudie 
Sacrifice upon the Croſſe ; who nevertheleſſe 
hath appointed us to offer unto God the Com- 
memorationof the ſame, for and as a Sactt- 


fice: In which regard the: Apoſtle faith, that 


weehavean Altar as wellas the Tewes, Heb,13+ 
Io, Yea,and Chriftalſo preacheth to the peo- 


pleupon the Mount, thateven in the dayes of | 
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the Goſpell, there ſhould bee ſomething ſtill 
that ſhould beare the name of Altar inthe ho= 
ly place of their Aﬀemblics, at which they 
might" not offer except they were in perfe& 
loveand unitic one with another, M4t5.5.22., 
For in that Sermon, the precepts given were 
not legall, but Evangclicall, as I havcalreadic 
mentioned in. the foregoing Treatiſe; no tra« 
dition of che Elders, or other Law, being 
knowne to haye any thing at all to doe with 
ſuch direRion : this being one point wherein 
Chriſtians wereto exceed that righteoulneſſe 
which ſeemed to bee inthe Scribes and Phari- 
ſees. And althoughthisdida little anticipate 
che inſtitution ef his Supper, yet then it was 
catake place, as being tanght before hand , 
that thereby the Commemorative Sacrifice, 
_ Altar appertaining co ir, might goec to« 
gether, 

And next, if a Sacrifice and an Altar, then 
alſo aPrieft to officiate both in and at the 
ſame; but with a difference ftill from thoſe 
both Sacrifices and Pricſts of old. For as
